formal complaint and stipulated to the 
entry of an order placing him on pro- 
bation for a period of two years, sub- 
ject to certain conditions. The pro- 
posed order was approved by the At- 
torney Grievance Commission and ac- 
cepted by the hearing panel which 
entered an order placing respondent 
on probation for two years, during 
which period the Attorney Discipline 
Board and the Grievance Administrator 
will receive written reports on a 
quarterly basis regarding the supervi- 
sion of respondent’s law practice by 
another attorney and his continuing 
medical treatment. Costs were as- 
sessed in the amount of $121.44. 


REPRIMANDS 


Charles Hammons, P29549, 600 Ran- 
dolph St., Room 305M, Detroit by At- 
torney Discipline Board Wayne County 
Hearing Panel #18, effective October 13, 
1986. 


The respondent and the Grievance Ad- 
ministrator entered into a stipulation 
for consent discipline in accordance 
with MCR 9.115(F)(5) which was ap- 
proved by the Attorney Grievance Com- 
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mission and by a hearing panel of the 
Attorney Discipline Board. The re- 
spondent admitted all of the charges 
contained in a two-count formal com- 
plaint filed by the Grievance Admin- 
istrator and stipulated to the entry of 
the order of reprimand. 


The respondent admitted that his 
failure to file appropriate pleadings or 
to appear for scheduled court hearings 
on behalf of a divorce client in the 
years 1983 and 1984, and his failure to 
prepare and file pleadings or to appear 
for hearings on behalf of a client in a 
probate matter during the year 1983 
constituted violations of MCR 9.104- 
(1-4) [former GCR 953(1-4)] and Canons 
1, 2, 6, 7 & 9 of the Code of Profes- 
sional Responsibility, to wit: DR 1- 
102(A)(4-6); DR 2-110(A)(2); DR 6-101- 
(A)(2,3); DR 7101(A)(1-3) and DR 9-102- 
(2-4). Costs were assessed in the 
amount of $75. 


John G. Heal, Jr., P14791, 275 E. Big 
Beaver Rd., #109, Troy 48084 by Attor- 
ney Discipline Board Oakland County 
Hearing Panel #7, effective October 16, 
1986. 
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In a stipulation filed by the respondent 
and the Grievance Administrator in ac- 
cordance with MCR 9.115(F)(5), the re- 
spordent offered a plea of nolo con- 
tendere to the allegations in a three- 
count formal complaint charging that 
he neglected a workers’ compensation 
claim entrusted to him by a client in 
June, 1983; that he failed to commun- 
icate with his client regarding the 
status of that case; and that he failed 
to answer the request for investigation 
filed by the client and served by the 
Grievance Administrator all in viola- 
tion of MCR 9.104(1-4)(7); MCR 9.113.1; 
MCR 9.113.2(b) and Canons 1, 2, 6 & 
7 of the Code of Professional Respon- 
sibility, to wit: DR 1-102(A)(4-6); DR 2- 
110(A)(2); DR 6-101(A)(3) and DR 7 
101(A)(1-3). 


In accordance with the stipulation, 
which was approved by the Attorney 
Grievance Commission, the panel en- 
tered an order reprimanding the re- 
spondent and dismissed further 
charges alleging failure to answer the 
formal complaint. Costs were assessed 
in the amount of $9.478
